the involvement of Felix Rodrigue 
in those activities. The other charge 
that George ordered Fiers not fa 
give the House Permanent Selec 
Committee on Intelligence informa 
tion alout contra resupply opera 
tions, ajso in October 1986. 

George also faces four counts ol 
making false statements and one 
count fiach of perjury, obstruction 
and penury before a grand jury.
